Please note our maximum freight allowance of $2.50 
per 100 lbs. on shipments weighing 100 lbs. or more, 
and mark your records accordingly. 


In order that raw materials for our production can. 
be replaced we ask that all orders for brushes to be 
used as outlined in Preference Rating Order P-100, 
covering repairs, maintenance and operating supplies, 
be certified in the proper manner. [In event you are 
not familiar with the provisions of Preference Rating 
Order P-100 we will be glad to give you further in- 
formation. 


In the past we have used an all water, or water and 
rail routing on the majority of our shipments. Due 
to present conditions it may be impossible to con- 
tinue the water routing and in this event shipments 
weighing 100 lbs. or more will be forwarded via rail 
or truck collect, and $2.50 per 100 lbs. will be de- 
ducted from the face of our invoice.

of our abil‘*ty, but of necessity all orders will be 

subject to Guvernment priorities and regulations.
